Hereas that part of America,or North Virgmia, lying about z 9 de- 
grees at De/aware Bay called the Province of new A/b;oz, is (eituate 
in the beſt, and ſame tcmper,and as [taly,betweene too cold Germa- 
z:y,and too hot Barbary,ſo this lying jult midway betweene new Eng- 
| land:oo miles North,and Virgina 150 miles South, where now are ſetled 100008 
Engliſh and 140 ſhips in trade, Isfrced from the extreame cold and barrenneſle of 
the one.and heat and agnifh /ſar/hes of the other, and is like Lumbardy, and a 
rich fat ſoyle plaine,and having 18 R:vers en the maine land, 17 great 1ſles,and par- 
raketh of the healthieſt ayre and moſt excellent commodities of Exrepe,and repleni- 
ſhed with the goodlieſt woods of Oakes and all Timber for ſhips aad Haſts /Awl. 
berries for filke, (weet Cypres,Cedars, Pines and Perres, 4 ſorts of Grapes for wine, 
and Raiſins and with thegreatelt yariety of choyce fruits, Fiſh and Fowle, ſtored 
with all ſorts of Corne yeelding 5.7. and 10. quarters an Acre : Sulkegras, ſalt, good 
Mines and Liers ware, 5 forts of Deere,Buffes and huge Elkes to plow and worke.all 
bringing z young at once: The Vplands covered many moneths with: berries, rootes. 
Cheſtnuts, Walnuts,Beach and Oake Maſt to feed them Hogs and Turkeys, 5oo in a 
Flock,and having neere the Colony of ATgnteſes 400000 Acres of plaine mead land 
and meere leyell to be flowed and fludded by that river for Corne,Rice,Rapes flax, 
and hemp, After 11 yeares trading and diſcovery there and tryall made, is begunne 
to be planted and ſtored by the Goyernour and Company of new Albion confilt- 
ing of 25 Lords, Barronets, Knights and Marchants, whe for the true informing 
henfelves thei friends, Adventurers, and Partners by Reſidents and Traders 
chere foure ſeyerall yeares out of their Iournall bookes, namely by Captaine Browne 
a ſhip Maſter, and Maſter Stafford his Mate,and by Caprtaine C /aybornrg yearsthere 
trading,and Conſtantine his /nudian there born and bred,and by Maſter Robert Eve. 
ln 4 yeares there ; yet by eight of their hands ſubſcribedand enrolled doe ecftifie 
this to bee the true ſtate of the Country, ofthe Land, and Delaware Bayor Charles 
River which js further witneſſed by Captaine Smith andother bookes af V/argines 


and by new Englands Proſpe&t, New Canaan, Captaine Powells map, and ether de= 


ſcription of new England.

Good Madam: 


Cir Edmund perſiſting ſtill inhis noble pnrpoſe to goe on with his plantation in 

Delaware or Charl:s River. juſt midway between New England & Virginia, 
wherewith my Vncle Young, and [I ſeverall yeares reſided, hath often informed 
himſelfe, both of mee, and Maſter Srration, as I perceive by the hands ſubſcribed 
of Eward Monmonth, Tents Pale and as Maſter Buckham, Maſter White,and other 
Ship maſters, and Saylors, whoſe hands I know and it to be true that there lived 
and traded with mee, is ſufticie ntly inftrudted of the ſtate of the Country, and peo- 
ple there, and I ſhould very gladly according to his defire have waited on you into 
Hampſhire to haye informed yeur LadyſÞip in perſon, had not I next weeke beene 
paſſing to Virginia, But neverthelefſe to ſarisfic you of the truth, 1 thought good ts 
writeunto you my knowledge,and firſt to deſcribe you from the North fide of De- 
[aware unto Hudſons River, in Sir E dmmmnds Patent, called new Albion, which ly- 
eth juſt berweene New Ermg/andand Marylandand that Ocean Seal take it to bee 
about 160 miles,I find ſome broken land,Ifles and Inlerts, and many ſmall ifles at Eg- 
bay:Burt going to Delaware Bay by CapeMay which 1524 miles at moft,and is as I ug- 
derſtand very well ſet out,and printed in Captaine Powe/s Mappe of new Eg land, 
dene as is told me by a draught I gave to M1. Daniell the rlotmaker, which Sir Ed- 
und ſaith you haye at home on that North fide about five miles within a / ort,or 
Rode for any Ships calle.| the Nook,and within it Iyeth the King of Kechemeches, ha- 
ring as I ſuppoſe, about 5o men: and 12 leagues higher a little aboye the Bay and 
Bar is the River of Mavrteſes which hath 20 miles on Charles River and 30 miles 
running up a faire navigable deepe River all a flat levell of rich freſh and fat Blacke 
AAarſh mould, whichl thinke to bee z>0oco acres, In this Sir Edmnzd intendeth 
as he ſaith to ſettle, and there the King of MMarnteſes hath about 105 Bow men, next 
above about « leagues higher is a faire deepe river 12 miles navigable, where is Free- 
ſone,and there over againſt is the King of Stkorefſes,and next is a Aſomocches river 
& King with 150 men, and next is Er-woreck a King of 45 men where we ſate down, 
and 5 miles above is the King of Ramcocke with a 100 men, and 4 miles higher the 
King of A.x/0n with 250 men,and next to him 15. leagues overland an Inland King of 
Calcefar with 150.men, and then there is in the middle of Char/es-river two faire 
wooddy 1fles, very pleaſant, and fit for Parks, the one of a thouſand acres, the otner 
of fowertcen hundred, or thereabout, And fix leagues higher, neare a Creek called 
Mofilian, the King having two hundred men. And then wee come to the Fals, 
made by a Rocke of Lime-ftone , as I ſuppoſe it is about ſixty and five leagues frem 
the Sea, neare to which is an Iſle fit fora Citie,all materialls there to build: & above, 
the River faire and navigable, as the Indians informe me, for I went but ten miles 
higher. Idoe account all the Indians to be eight hundred, and are in ſeverall faions, 
and warre againſt the Sa [que Hanecks, and are all extreame fearfall ofa Gun, naked 
and unarmed againſt our ſhot, ſwords, and pikes. | had ſome bickering with ſome of 
hem, and theyare of ſo little eſteeme, as | durſt with fifreene men fic downe,or trade 
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in deſpight of them, and fince my return 18 Swedes are ſetled there, and ſo ſome. 
time-{ix Dutch doe in a boat trade without feare of them, | | 

1 ſaw there an infinite quantitie of Buſtards, Swans, Geeſe; and Fowle coyering the 
ſhoares, as within the like multitude of Pigeons, and ſtore of Turkies, of which 1 
tryed one to weigh fourty and fix pounds. There is much variety and plenty of de- 
licacsfreſh and ſca-fiſh:and ſhell-fith, and Whales or Grampus : Elkes, Deere that 
bring three young at a time, and the Woods beſtrewed many moneths wich Cheſt- 
nuts, Wall-nuts, and Maſt of ſeyerall ſorts to feed them and Hoggs, that would ja- 
creaſe exceedingly. There the barren grounds have fower kindes of Grapes, and 
many Mulberries, with Aſh, Elms, and the talleſt and greateſt Pines and Pitch-trees 
that I have ſeen. There are Cedars, Cyprefle, and Saffafra*,with wilde fruits, Peares, 


| wilde Cheries, Pine-apples, and the daintic Parſemenas .And there is no queſtion bur 


Almonds, and other fruits of Spaine will proſper, as in Virginia, And ( which is a 
good comfort)in fower & twenty houres you may ſend or go by ſea to New-England 
or Virginia, with a faire winde, you may have Cattle, and from the Indians 2020. 
barrels of Corne, at twelye-pence a buſhell in truck, ſo as ViCtuals are there cheaper 
and better, then to be tranſported : Neyther doe I conceive any great need of a Fort 


or Charge, where there is no enemy. 
If Sir Edmnnd will bring with him three hundred men or more, there is no doube 


buthee may doe very welland grow rich,for itisa moſt pure healchtull ayre, 8 ſuch 
pure wholſome Springs, Rivers, and Waters,as are delightfull, of a-Delart, as can bee 
ſeene, with ſo many.yarieties of ſeverall flowers, trees, and Forreſts for Swine. Sa 
many faire rifings and proſpetts,all green and verdant : and Mary-land a good friend 


and neighbour, in foure ani twenty howers ready to comfort and "oPply- 
And truly I beleeve, my Lord of Ba/tamore will be glad of Sir Edmand; Planta- 


tion and aſſiſtance againſt any enemy or bad neighbour. And if Sir Ed-wnd imploy 
fome men to ſow Flax, Hemp and Rapes.in thoſe rich Marihes,or build ſhips,& make 
Pipe-ſtayes, and load ſome ſhips with theſe wares, or Fiſh from the Northward, hee 
may have any money, ware,or Company brought hun by his owne ſhips,or the thips 


of Virgima or New-England all the yeare. . 
And becauſe you are of the Noble Houſe of the Paw/ers,and as I am informed, de- 


Gre to lead many of your friends and kindredthither, whom as I honour, I deſire 
to ſerve, I ſhall intreat you to beleeve me as a Gentleman and Chriſtian, I'wrice you 
nething but the truth, and hope thereto take opperturfity in due ſeaſon, to viſit y ou 
and doe all the goed offices in Virginia, my-place or friends can ſerve you in,

Surmme total, 1to.l. o. o. 
Ezch Adventurer of twenty or fifty men muſtprovide houſhold neceſſa- 
r15,as Irons, and chaines for a draw- bridge, two Mares or horſes to breed 
or ride on, which with hays oates, and water, will for foure pound a peece, 
be tranſported; Pots, Pans,diſhes, Iron for a Cart and Plow, ChainesSithes, 
and Sickels, Netslines, and hookes. A Sayle for a fiſhing Shallop of three 
ronne,and hemp to imploy his people in making them, as with hayre and 
Canvas for quilts,aſwell on ſhipboard, as demurring at the Sea port, as with 
Cckroges boks and glaſs Caſements for his houſe. And generally;fit Im- 
plements for the worke or trade he intends. 

1, Here by bringing good labourers, and cradſemenythe provident plan- 
ters may doe well by giving ſhares or double wages when each man may 
earne his 6,nay 10,and 12 ſhillings a day. 

2.For here the Ship-carpenters ten mena day will build a tun of ſhipping 
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25 in England, which with maſts.and yeardesthere taken is here, andefiere 
wort 3-l.atunand yet here,and chereis builc at 1 1. a run wages: which is 
6s. a dayes worke,havingthe timber withonr money.  * 

3. Here in 24, dayes they make a thoufand of Piper(iaves, worth here 
{even paund, and ar the Canaries tionty pound a chouland, and fo ger 
ſeven ſhillings a dayes work. | 

4. Here in making Iron they fave 5 l.a tun inthe price of wood, and 3 I. 
more in digging the Iron mine, and faving land carriage of it,and ofthe 
Charcole,for mine is taken on the Sea beach, and wood floated downe the 
Rivers,and ſo each man earnes 5 5.10 d. aday, Iron valued.at ' 2 1. pertun, 

5. Herethe conſtant trade of 350, ſhips, and 70co, mena tithing begin 
to leavecold Newfoundland (mall fiſh, and late taken, when this is before 
theirstwomoneths at the market , 700. fiſh here yeelds 4 quintales,there 
ſcarce one-and here is fiſh allthe year, there but only inthe:q warm months, 
ſo as for 9weekes worke each man above his diet, paſſage, and returne,gets 
201. and z21.aman,and herein dried Baſe,tn Sturgeon,in prefled M ackrell, 
Herings,and Pilchers, is got, as wellas in Cod-fiſh 65. and $8. aday. And 
this returns ready French and Spaniſh coyne. 

6. Here the gloriousripening Sun as warmeas /taly or Spune brings rare 
fraits, wines, and {ach ſtore of Annifted, and Licoras as well as Bay-ſalt 
made without bcyiing.onely in pannes with the Sunpne, thateach labourer 
maketh 6 buſhels aday worth 1n theſe three 12s. a day, and this mayden 
ſoyle, ſocomforted with the Suns glittering beams, and being digged, and 
ſer withthe Indian Wheate,and their Beanes, and Peaſe; wich 40 s. charge 
in 4odaies worke with ſeede, yeelds 10 quarters an acre, the ſame Whear 
being 10 times as big,and as weighty as ours; be'ide Potatoes, woad, Madder 
and Tobacco will yeeld halte-a tun of Fiax.andatun of Hempe;worth 1 2 1, 
an acre: and 65, a daies worke; ; 

7. Here a51n Province in 'Fravce Walnue-Mykez or Oyle ground and 
preſſed will yeeld the gatherercen gallons,and 10 $.adajes worke. - 

8. Herethe land lyeth covered 7 months with Beech, and Oke Maſt, 
Walnuts, and Cheſtnurs.and 3 moneths with Groundnuts; and wild Peaſe: 
and Fetches yeerely fo as ſixty Hogs for one ; and a hundred Turkeyes; 
Partriges, Hethpoults ; and rame Poultry cating their fill, for one is an 
ordinary increaſe. 

9. Herethe Sope, and Potaſhes, men paying in Erglard 12 d. a buſhell; 
and 4d. carriage for aſhes; and'201. atun for Potaſhes make them for a 
quarter and leſle; and get 8 s, a dayes worke,by cutting,reeking,and burning 
whole plaines of Ferne ; Brambles,and wild Vines being thrice as ſtrong as 


Woodaſhes, 
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| Here a ſhipmay go; andreturne in foar moneths laded and comfortably 
| ſee their freinds;making three voyages a yeer,ina healthy ayre freed from 

enemies, and Turks, and get two for on each voyage : that isfix for one of 
- that flocke and proceed ina yeer. 

11. Here the kind Gentleman thatin Erg/and doth nor live without 
debts,mortgages, ſuretiihip,Lawſuirs,& troubles, may here ſercle, and avoyd 
bad company and tewprting occaſions, and live in plenty, and variety of all 
ſports, hunting Deer,hauking Foule, fiſhing, and many moreſports,and ſorts 
of game as with dainty fruits;and-lay up his ſpare rents, 

12. Herethe fouldier, and Gentlemen wanting imployment, and not 
bredto labour without goipg to wars to kill Chriſtians, for 5 s. a weeke in 
the mouth of the roaring Canon or in a ſeige threatned with famine, and 
peſtilence: but with a quilt ſaute arrow proofe, and a light e1bion gunſpear: 
and bur ten together againſt a few naked falvages may like a devour 
Apoſtolique ſouldier with ſword, and the word ro civilize, and convert 

| them co be his Majeſties lieges, and by trading with them, for Furs get his 
ten ſhillings a day and at home intermixing ſport, and pleaſure, with profic, 
tore his Parkes with Elkes, and fallow Deere, and are fir to ride, milke or 
draw; the firſt as big as Oxen,and bringing three a yeere, and with hares a 
yardlong,and with five hundred Turkeys1n a flock got by nets,in ſtalking, 
and get his five ſhillings a day at leaſt.
